Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With respect to claims 1-8, the cited prior art does not disclose, teach or suggest, 
alone or in combination, a template comprising a station having a pair of straight flanges 
forming a straight channel, at least one of the flanges having a discontinuity medially 
along the flange's length; and wherein a wiring harness made from a plurality of 
individual wiring runs, is assembled within the channel formed by the flanges and such 
that after the wiring harness is assembled within the channel, the wiring harness is 
removed from the channel. 

With respect to claims 9-16, the cited prior art does not disclose, teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination, a template comprising a first and second station, each 
station having a pair of straight flanges forming a straight channel, at least one 
discontinuity medially located on the first pair of flanges or the second pair of flanges; 
and wherein a wiring harness made from a plurality of individual wiring runs, is 
assembled within the first channel formed by the first pair of flanges and the second 
channel formed by the second pair of flanges and such that after the wiring harness is 
assembled within the channels, the wiring harness is removed from the channels.
